Announced capital investment by 
new industries locating in Alabama 
during 1986 was the highest since 
1981, and the number of jobs created 
by these new industries was the 
highest since 1980, according to the 
Alabama Development Office 
year-end report. 

The 76 new industries announced 
in 1986 represent a capital invest- 
ment of $301,307,000 and some

Elba students score high 


The results of the fall administra- 
tion of the Alabama High School 
Graduation Examination were 
released last week by the State Dept. 
of Education and revealed that 
statewide the scores on two areas of 
testing slipped one percentage point, 
while the remaining area of testing 
gained an identical percentage. 

Alabama’s 1987 graduating class 
was the third class to be required to 
pass the graduation exam before 
students could receive a high school 
diploma. 

“Our scores on the graduation 
exam continue to be high,’’ stated 
State Supt. of Education Dr. Wayne 
Teague. ‘‘After three years of 
gradual improvement on the test, we 
slipped a percentage point in reading 
and language and gained a percent- 
age pointin math. This fluctuation is 
not unexpected, but attention will be 
given to these areas.”’ 

The test, which is given to ensure 
that all high school graduates in the 
State have acquired certain minimum 
skills before they are awarded a 
diploma, was given to approximately 
46,000 students for the first time in 
October and passing rates were 97 
percent reading, 95 percent in 
mathematics and 94 percent in 
language. 

The Alabama graduation exam 
represents the culmination of basic 
competency tests, administered in 
grades 3,6 and 9. These grade levels 
are used as ‘‘checkpoints’’ in the 
acquisition of minimum skills and 
allow teachers to determine specific 
skill weaknesses of individual 
Students, thus enabling teachers to 
plan instructional programs to help 
alleviate these deficiencies. 


~*’ In. commenting on the - most 


recent results of the graduation 
exam, Dr. Eldon Johnson, director of 
the Division of Student Instructional 
Services, said, ‘‘Our total testing 
program has a two-fold purpose: to 
assist in improving instructional 
programs, and through remedial 
programs, help individual students. 
This testing program continues to be 
successful because of the fine efforts 
of school administrators, teachers, 
students and parents.” 

A review of the results revealed 
that students tested in the Elba City 
School System improved in two of 
the three testing areas. Of the 61 
students taking the Reading portion, 
all but one student passed, while 5 of 
62 students failed to pass the 
mathematics portion and one #f 63 
students failed to pass the language 
portion of the graduation exam. 

“The results of the tests show 
that we are not doing a bad job,”’ 
stated Elba Supt. Billy Crews, ‘‘but 
we are not about to become 
satisfied until all our students show 
improvement each and every year. 
The graduation exam is based on 
minimum standards and we do not 
teach minimwm standards in any of 
our classes. What the results of the 
tests show me is that our students 
are continuing to show improvement 
in all areas and that we are making 
progress in all areas of education. 

“The best part of the graduation 
exam is that it gives each system a 
detailed breakdown of all areas 
tested by each student,’’ said Crews. 
“This enables us to look at the 
results of each student and 
determine any weaknesses he might 
have. By identifying the weaknesses 
we are able to place added emphasis 
in problem areas and help the 
student acquire the skills he might

AHSAA lifts restrictive 
probation on Kinston High 
basketball program 


The Alabama High School 
Athletic Association announced this 
week that it had lifted the restrictive 
probation placed on the Kinston 
High School basketball program in 
December and that the school was 
now eligible to compete in the 
upcoming area and State 
tournaments. 

Kinston’s entire basketball 
program was placed on restrictive 
probation by the AHSAA in 
December, 1986, following an 
incident at which a Kinston fan 
struck an official at a ball game in 
Pleasant Home. The restrictive 
probation banned all Kinston 
basketball teams from competing in 
tournaments during the 1986-87 
season and forced Kinston teams to 
miss two high school tournaments on 
the schedule and the recently- 
held Coffee County Junior High 
tourney. 

Alan Mitchell, Director of 
Publicity and Publications for the 
AHSAA, reported Monday that the 
restrictive probation had been lifted, 
but added that the program was still 
on regular probation and that any 
further violations could jeopardize 
the school’s membership in the 


association. = 

The lifting of the restrictive 
probation came after a number of 
north Alabama schools faced with 
similar fines for holding illegal 
practices had the penalty removed 
by a local district board. 

In making this week’s announce- 
ment, the AHSAA stated it took the 
action in an attempt to be fair to the 
other schools in the state facing the 
restrictive probation. In addition to 
Kinston, other-schools that had the 
restrictive probation lifted included 
Wenonah, Phillips and Woodlawn. 

Kinston Coach Pete Kelley 
reported after the lifting of the 
penalty that he was delighted at the 
state’s decision and felt the support 
of the community and school officials 
played a big part in the state’s 
decision. 


“I feel like a big burden has been 
lifted off our shoulders,’’ said 
Kelley. ‘tlam tickled to death for all 
our students and feel that while we 
may not have the best team in the 
state, our students deserve the 
chance to compete because the 
penalty was not something anyone at 
Kinston had any control over.’’

THE ‘‘FLU"’ - A Preventable, Treatable Disease 


We are in the middle of an epidemic - influenza, or flu, as most of us know 
it. Many of you either have it now or have already had it. Many of the rest of 
us will get it before the epidemic subsides. 

What can we expect from the flu? It is far more than a simple infection 
that causes a runny nose, cough and low-grade fever. It affects many body 
systems and is frequently accompanied by a wide variety of potentially 
serious complications, such as ear and sinus infections, meningitis, 
bronchitis, pneumonia and myocarditis (infection of the muscles of the 
heart). Nauseas, vomiting and diarrhea often accompany the illness, 
especially in children and young adults, frequently leading to dehydration. 

The most frequent signs of impending flu are fever and generalized 
aching. If you develop these at this time of year, you should visit your 
doctor’s office. Do not wait until your symptoms are severe enough to 
require emergency treatment. Remember, deaths do occur from influenza! 
The epidemic of 1917 killed thousands of people in this country. 

This year alone I have treated more than 200 people with influenza, 
ranging in age from two months to more than 80 years. Many of them have 
presented complications of this disease, but quite a few have come in early 
enough to allow me to prevent the development of more serious 
complications. Antiobiotics have no effect on the influenza virus itself, but 
they are useful in treating the succeeding problems. 

There is however a medication that can halt the progression of flu and 
may prevent more serious conditions. In fact, this medication is often used to 
treat persons who have been exposed to the flu to prevent them from 
contracting it. This is not the flu shot! The vaccine is not effective once a 
susceptible person has been exposed to the virus. The medication to which I 
am referring is called Amantadine, and it is avaialble only on prescription 
from your doctor. Ifit is started within 72 hours of the development of flu. 
symptoms, it may be very effective. If started after that time, it will rarely be 
of any value. 

‘*An ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure.’’ For the sake of your 
continuing good health, please allow Dr. Dyess and me to prevent what could 
be a very sad outcome.

By next fall Zion Chapel will have 
a $70,000 Physical Education 
building added to the buildings on 
campus. 

The contract for the ~»b has not 
been awarded yet, but the Coffee 
County administration wants the 
work to begin in April.

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Rushing resigns as county engineer 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Feb. 9, at the courthouse in Elba and 
accepted the resignation of County 
Engineer Mac Rushing, who will 
leave the county Feb. 28 to accept 
the position of county engineer of 
Lawrence County. 

Rushing’s resignation, which was 
read by Probate Judge Marion 
Brunson, stated the decision to leave 
was in Rushing’s ‘‘best interest’’ 
and in the letter the engineer added 
he had enjoyed the support of the 
majority of the commissioners while 
serving as county engineer in Coffee 
County. - 


Rushing drew the opposition of a 
number of commissioners recently 
when he announced plans to house 
all county highway department 
equipment at the county shop, 
located in New Brockton, ending the 
long-time practice of having 
equipment parked in various work 
areas throughout the county. The 
commission was split 3-3 on the issue 
of moving the equipment to the 
shop; however, twice Probate Judge 
Marion Brunson sided with the 
engineer and voted to support the 
plan, which is still in effect. 

Rushing told the commissioners 
repeatedly that Coffee County was

Hataway honored as county 


‘Teacher of Year’ Monday 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education met Monday night, Feb. 
9, in Elba, and presented a 
resolution to Mrs. Margaret 
Hataway, honoring the Kinston 
instructor as Coffee County’s 
‘Teacher of the Year.”’ 

In making the presentation, Supt. 
Clayton Bryant recognized Mrs. 
Hataway for her devotion during her 
17-year tenure in education, 
including 16 years as a teacher at 
Kinston High School. Mrs. Hataway 
will also be in contention for a similar 
statewide honor to be announced 
later in the school year. 

The monthly meeting began at 7 
p.m. and following an executive 
session involving the expulsion of a 
New Brockton student and an 
attendance hearing involving two 
New Brockton students, the board 
handled a routine but lengthy 
agenda. 

Supt. Bryant told board members 
in attendance that the system was 
having a ‘‘good year’’ in regard to 
expenses, and was able to stay 
within the limitations of the budget. 
Bills were presented for approval, 
with the gasoline bill being higher 
than expected due to an increase in 
gasoline prices. 

The county school system, which 
includes schools at New Brockton, 
Kinston and Zion Chapel, will once 
again apply for Impact Aid funds 
from the federal government. The 
funds are available to school systems 
which include students with parents 
working on military bases, serving in 
the military and those living in 
federally subsidized housing. If 
approved, the local system will 
receive approximately $5-$8,000. 

The Indian Education Program, a 
federal program started two years 
ago, will be continued in the county 
system during the 1987-88 school 
year if approved by federal sources. 
The program identifies descendants 
of Indians and offers the students 
specialized courses of study. This 
year the program brought in over 
$38,000 to the system. 

Beginning this spring, gounty 
students planning to take the ACT 
test may find the college preparatory 
exam a little easier than before. The 
county announced at Monday’s 
meeting plans to offer an ACT 
preparation class to county students 
during the spring semester in an 
attempt to help them overcome the 
common pitfalls encountered by high 
school students. In the class, which 
is still in the planning stages, 
students will be given special aid in 
all areas of testing, as well as tips in 
time usage during the test, and help 
with taking the test in general. 


In other action at Monday’s 
meeting, the board: 
***was told it would take 3-6 
weeks to complete the changeover 
from an Enterprise bank to the 
SouthTrust Bank of Coffee County, 
the banking institution selected at 
the January meeting as the board’s 
depository of funds; 
***was given an update concerning 
the board’s decision to change its 
policy concerning its custodian of 
funds; 
***accepted the resignation of Jack 
Holley, a teacher at New Brockton, 
who resigned to enter private 
business; 
***oranted a request for maternity 
leave to Golda Donaldson for the 
remainder of the school year; 
***approved a request to employ 
teachers to fill the vacancies created 
by the resignation of Holley and 
leave of absence of Donaldson; 
***accepted the resignation of New 
Brockton bus driver Billy Cotton and 
approved the employment of Jan 
Hines as his replacement; 
***discussed moving the location of 
future meetings to the sites of the 
high schools in the system; 
***approved a request to allow the 
Job Training Partnership Program to 
use a classroom at the Area 
Vocational School during the 
summer; 
***heard Supt. Bryant state a 
‘*grassroots’’ committee would be 
formed in the county to aid local 
school systems in acquiring legis- 
lation that would be in the best 
interests of education; 
***congratulated New Brockton and 
Zion Chapel for their recent success 
in the Coffee County Junior High 
basketball tournament; 
***expressed appreciation to the 
Alabama High School Athletic 
Association for lifting the restrictive 
probation placed on the Kinston 
basketball progran® and 
***went back into executive session 
in the night’s final action. 

The next regular meeting will be 
on March 9 at 7 p.m. in Elba.

signed for sale of 


Dorsey Trailer plant 


A news release from the Dorsey 
Corporation last week and 
announcements to employees of the 
local Dorsey Trailer plant indicate a 
definitive agreement was signed last 
week on the previously announced 
agreement to sell the assets of 
Dorsey Trailers to a private group ol 
investors. This means that a formal 
agreement has been signed agreeing 
to sell the assets with the price and 
al! terms of the agreement carefully 
spelled out on paper. The trailer 
companies will change hands as soon 
as the buyers and sellers comply 
with all these terms. 

Monday, in the offices of Paul 
Morrow, local plant manager, this 
newspaper was given a patient, 
detailed statement on the status of 
the transactions up to date. Present 
were Morrow, Paul King and Mark 
Holt. 

Trailer Acquisition Corp. is the 
name selected by the buyers which 
include one corporate vice president 
and several members of the present 
management team. The sale price 
will be at approximately the net book 
value of the assets to be sold, The 
name ‘‘Dorsey Trailers’? is among 
those assets and the trailers will 
continue to be sold under that 
well-known name. Scheduled date 
for the final consummation of the 
deal is late February. 

Morrow said Monday that upon 
the sale being completed, the local 
plant will close down for a short 
time. He said that could be anywhere 
from two days up to a month; 
however, most of those involved 
don't expect the plant to be closed 
for more than two weeks. 

Since the sale is of assets only, 
the new company will start over 
hiring management and_ hourly 
employees for the plant. Morrow 
said that present plans are for those 
hired to receive basically the same 
benefit package of the present work 
force with insurance, holidays and 
vacation staying generally the same. 
He explained that if 50 percent of the 
present work force is rehired - and he 
expected that to happen unless they 
simply didn’t reapply for 
employment - the union certification 
would remain in effect. 
since it is a new company, the 
collective bargaining agreement will 
no longer be in effect after the time 
of sale. He said this would have to 
be re-negotiated just as it is done al 
the end of normal contract 
expirations, 

In a letter Morrow prepared for 
each employee, he is quoted as 
saying, ‘*l hope the large majority of 
you choose toapply. The old Dorsey 
Trailers was a great place to work; 
the new Dors lrsilers will be even 
better.”’ 


However, 


He said Monday, ‘‘At the day of 
closing the old Dorsey Trailers we 
know and respect, so much will cease 
to exist. In its place will be a new 
Dorsey Trailers offering an exciting 
opportunity to grow and become 
even stronger for our community.”’ 

Employees meeting in small 
groups with plant management are 
being told of their options and given 
a chance to ask questions. The 
groups are hearing that the initial 
work force is expected to be 
somewhere between 300 and 400 
employees. They are also hearing 
that those being hired within the first 
six months of the new ownersnip will 
receive credit for their years of 
service with Dorsey Trailers.

City School Board cuts debt in 


half with $89,000 payment 


The Elba City Board of Education 
held its regular monthly meeting 
Tuesday night, Feb. 10, and cut its 
debt in half by paying off two notes 
in the amount of $89,000. 

Supt. of Education Billy Crews 
told board members that because of 
a cutback in expenses and the 
addition of a countywide sales tax 
the local school system was in sound 
financial condition. Crews 
recommended the board pay off its 
$190,000 in loans as soon as 
possible, and upon the _ super- 
intendent’s request, it approved a 
motion to pay off the two notes 
totaling $89,000. 

Crews told the board following 
the approval to pay the notes that the 
original plan to get the board out of 
debt in two years was now within its 
reach and recommended the 
remaining notes be paid off during 
the next fiscal year if possible. 

The meeting began at 5 p.m. with 
all members present, and the first 
order of business was to honor Oscar 
Vaughan, who announced his 
retirement as the board’s treasurer 
after serving in that capacity for 34 
years. Board chairman Dr. Bill 
Cowart thanked Vaughan for his 
dedicated service to the school and 
the students in Elba, and presented 
him with a plaque in appreciation for 
the years served. 

Vaughan stated his retirement 
from the board as its treasurer would 
be effective immediately, but before 
leaving vowed, ‘I'll always be 
«/ ound if you need me.”’ 

In addition to the good news 


was discovered 


about the board’s financial status, 
Supt. Crews announced that the 
school system had received an 
additional $100,000 in discretionary 
funds to be used for capital outlay. 
The funds are in excess of those 
earlier received and used for the 
construction of a music department 
at the high school, and Crews told 
board members that each principal 
would be asked to turn in needed 
projects for consideration. 

In other action at Tuesday’s 
meeting, the board:
